their number and amount would de- 
pend on tb.e' degree of Germany's eco- 
nomic recovery. 


The memorandum declares an in- 
evitable requisite of a. general con- 
ference at which Germany -would be 
admitted on an 
equal basis 
The 
memorandum reaffirms 
Germany's 
good will and desire to meet her ob- 
ligation and asserts the 
conviction 
ttat the problem should be submitted 
to an impartial enquiry the verdict of 
which would be accepted by th,e Ger- 
man government 
The <£ocumVit is 
brief and devoted to elucidation of the 
mooted points on which the creditor 
nations 
had 
requested 
amplifying 
statements. It makes no mention of 
the political situation, the Runr, or 
the question -of abandoning passive 
resistance and Indulges in no recrim- 
inations. Neither does it refer to the 
conditions under which Germany is 
prepared to carry out the pajment of 
•the annuities 
As a guarantee under 
the annuities the German government 
pledges th$ sjstem which would be 
capitalized at ten billions marks yield- 
ing a bonded Interest annua!l> of 
500,000,000 jnarks.

Must Die For 


urder of 33 


Dying; Confesses 
To Four Murders 
Done 30 Years Ago 


PONTOTOC. Miss . June 7. — On his 


death bed. John A. Matthews, ohe of 
the wealthiest planters in. this part 
of the country voluntarily confessed 
to four murders, all of them commi'.- 
ted more than thirty year? ago. He 
gave the details of two of the crimes 
and tacitly admitted the others 
A 


youth was hanged for one of the mur- 
ders, of which Matthews gave the de- 
tails 


Matthew s w as postmaster of Mat- 


thews. Miss, a town which was nam- 
ed after hira 
He was a pillar of the 
church. His life has always been ap- 
parently exemplary and his confes- 
sion has shocked this part of 
the 
State. 
Matthews relapsed into con- 
sciousness after "baring his soul" as 
he expressed it 


In 1884 the Herman brothers'were 
killed 
They had 
given 
testimony 
against a Will Mathews, who had 
been convicted of killing two United 
States Marshals and hanged. Robert 
Lamar and Dan Bishop were accused 
of the crime 


A Deputy Sheriff named "Wise was 
put on trial and Mathews, who has 
just confessed, said he offered to aid 
him in running down the criminals. 
Instead he killed Wise as he had kill- 
ed the two Federal officers and bu- 
ried his body in the brushes. 
Mat- 
thews also intimated, but was too 
weak to give any details, that he had 
killed his wife's first husband. 
So 
many years have passed since the 
crimes were committed that there are 
few, if any, here who remember any 
details of the murder, 
"I don't know why I am -.onfessing 
at this late date," 
Matthews told 
those who had gathered around his 
bed at his summons. "I know it can- 
not do those I killed any good, and it 
cannot do my soul any good, hut T. am 
mostly concerned over the young man 
who was hanged because of the mur- 
der I committed " 
The jouth hanged was Dan Bishop, 


who was charged with the murder of 
Deputy Wise 
It was generally be- 
lieved that Bishop killed the two, Fed- 
eral marshals, and it is only now that 
his name is cleared 
of the 
triple 
crime 
Bishop was hanged at Pltts- 
boro, M}ss , and Matthews attended 
the hanging. The former "irs. Mat- 
thews, who was divorced from him 
about fifteen years ago, 4ind Tier first 
husband was employed by Matthews 
and the husband died under mysteri- 
ous circumstances, it being supposed 
that he took poison instead of a cough 
cure.

WASHINGTON, June «.—Weather 


experts who have been fearfill of ab- 
normal weather conditions because of 
the "eun strike," reported by Dr. C. 
G. Abbott of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, are alarmed Instead of being 
consoled by the present sizzling hot 
spell which extends throughout the 
Middle West, the East from New 
,York eouthward and through 
the 


South. 


The sudden emergence of a period 


of abnormally hot weather, following: 
a cold period, is regarded as part of 
the freak conditions which are ex- 
'pected to result from the falling off 
In the sun's temperature of from 3 
to 4 per cent. 


Further sudden change*, accom- 


panied by severe electrical storms, are 
expected by scientists outside the 
United States Weather Bureau, which 
maintains that all seasons are abnor- 
n •a.l. 


While the country has been broil- 


ing under the conditions of the last 
two days scientists have noted with 
Interest that Europe is having a cold 
spell, with temperatures of 68 re- 
ported from London, 60 from Paris. 
68 from Copenhagen and 64 from Gi- 
braltar. 


"While the Weather Bureau and the 


Department of Agriculture continue 
9Ptimlstlc concerning condition*, the 
official reports of the Weather Bureau 
show that during April and May there 
was freezing weather somewhere in 
the territory of the United States con- 
tinuously. 


The result has been serious damage 


to crops which the Department of 
Agriculture has not estimated. 
The 
wheat crop has been delayed by the 
alow spring, while from the Middle 
Weat it la reported that approximate- 
ly 20 per cent. o£ the corn crop had 
to be-replanted. 
" The Department of Agriculture pro- 
fe>ses to have no figures of the dam- 
age that has been done to fruit, grain 
and other crops by the late spring 
and by 'the freezing conditions that 
prevailed up to June 1. 


About the only scientific explana- 


tion offered for these extreme un- 
dulations in weather. Is that the 
shutting off of eoirte of the usual sun's 
heat plus the changes that have fol- 
lowed three successive hot seasons 
causes chaos in the normal 
effort 


•which conditions that affect the wea- 
ther are making to reach an equili- 
brium under new relationships.

Barroyr in Alaska to Spitsbergen at 
the end of June, it is announced here. 
Between these two points. he v^ill 
traverse what has hitherto been ths 
Arctic's "blind region," a territory of- 
which nothing whatever .is known- 
The greater part pf this blind sector 
ties directly between Point Barrour 
aiid .the North Pole.

Spltzbergen is 
notorious for the thick fogs which 
suddenly and completely envelope it 
in the course of a" few-moments, and 
here again lies a danger.

conditions, and on these alone—en- 
gine failure, of course', expected.

IOCKEY DQNAGHUE AGAIN 


RIDES TO VICTORY; WINS 


HISTORIC BRITISH DERBY 


(Dr The Ano«l»t«d Pre«t) 


EPSOM DOWNS, June 6.—- Jockej 
teve Dpnoghue became a heroic fig- 
ure in British history today when for 
he third year in succession he rode 
o a victory in the /greatest <Sf all 
horses-races—the Derby. This time 
he lithe leader of all British joo 
ceys was, mounted on Papyrus, the 
ireclous three year-old possession of 
an Irish tenant farmer, whose name, 
uriously enough. Is Barney.Irish. 
Papyrus, In racing over the horse 


hoe ehaped turf of the Derby v £e 
and a half course ahead of eighteen 
other thoroughbreds lifted hia own- 
r, a man of rather small means, to 
_ plawB of Trealth' and renown and 
;ave to Donoghue the supreme posi- 
ion among jockeys of the world, and 
a record -unsurpasoed ; by any rider 
since man began the sport of horse 
racing. 
By winning three derbies in a row 
Donoghue gains 
possession, of the 


Gordon spurs which the Jockey Club 
long ago offered for this achievement. 
Papyrus was purchased by Irish as a 
yearling for a relatively small eura. 
Donoghue did not lead from start 
to finish; he got his horse ahead only 
after the quarter mile post had been 
passed. 
This gave Papyrus the In- 
side track around 
the. turn in the 
huge grassy horse shoe, but the Earl 
of Derby's Pharos raced right by his 
side around the bend and almost to 
the end. Fifty yards from the fin- 
ish Papyrus bad a half length lead, 
and he responded 
nobly to Donog- 
hue's urging and stretched this mar- 


gin to a full length as he flashed past 
the finish. . The tlfr/e was 2:38. 
One length behind came Pharos; 
M. Goulda's Parth-' was third; a half 
length behind 
Pharos 
and Dorice, 
owned by Anothony De Rothschild, 
was fourth. The others were stretch- 
ed out behind for a long distance. It 
was remarked -that 
in what many 
consider a dangerous age Safety First 
finished last. 
In the century and a half since the 
derby came into being, no other man 
is'ever won It three times successive- 
ly. 
Fapvrus was 
the fifth horse 


Donoghue has ridden 
to victory, in 
this classic. 
He captured his first 
derby with Pommern in 1915, and 
won pi?ain 
with Gay: Crusader in 
1917: Humorist in 1921 and Captain 
Cuttle, in 1922. 
Only two other Jockeys of the hun- 


dreds who have ridden derbies have 
won that race five times. ^A hundred
